T h is was done through p erm an ­ 
e n t orientation tow ards th c eco­ 
nomic arid ptlitical problem s of the 
country, and lie attacked tile work 
in an unusual way. Hie orientation 
was carried out by personal contact 
between crieritation officers and men 
and not by printed propaganda. The 
Swiss principle of aiAolute honesty 
was applied. 
In this way a trem endous sense of 
confidence was created between men 
and officers. N aturally a great part 
of the orientation program was de­ 
voted to clearing up the Nazi lies, 
and th ii was successfully m et by 
the program of telling th e exact 
tru th .

ONE THING WELL DONE 
Recently a noted w riter died, after 
hiving w ritten something like 150 
books W ritten in a light vein. deal­ 
ing with slick characters, and ap­ 
pealing to those wishing a boost to 
their unexciting lives, they undoubt­ 
edly served a purpose, though I 
doubt very much if many of them 
will be read 25 years from now, or 
even ten. 
The growth 
of solid 
m erit Is 
strange, yet strong. No one but the 
author of a book of this sort, ever 
worries about its permanence. No 
one ever pushed through a crowd 
to buy any of the world’s single 
book classics! Many of tile authors 
of such had to die before a second 
edition appeared! W alt W hitm an 
wrote his own advertisem ents for 
* Leaves of Grass," and did his hand 
a t setting the type. Also, he gave 
away many a copy th a t Its recipient 
never read. One noted New Eng­ 
lander threw* it into the fire, un­ 
read. But today "Leaves of G rass’’ 
is one of the world’s great books — 
the total work of a lifetime of im­ 
provement. 
How* few there are who have read, 
much less have heard of, the books 
by Darwin, other th an "The Origin 
of Species?" Victor Hugo was a great 
and prolific writer, but one book of 
his stands alone, and sets him apart 
— "Lee MLserables.” The same is 
true of John Bunyan with his "Pil­ 
grim’s Progress” and Cervantes with 
his "Don Quixote." Tile list could 
be multiplied into scores of like 
examples. 
One thing well done, lives. It can’t 
be dodged. People .stop to look upon 
it. It has significance. It creates 
thought. It inspires exampling. 'Hie 
Muse of History even Lakes note, 
and the world at large in time, gives 
its applause. Is it not -worth while, 
therefore, to do at least one fine 
thing, daily, yearly, or in a total 
lifetime? If it’s big enough, and use­ 
ful enough, one thing well done in 
a lifetime Is quite sufficient. If Edi­ 
son had done nothing else but in­ 
vent the electric light, it would still 
have made his life notable, and his 
fame both significant and enduring. 
The Job of erecting Hie Pyramids 
was stupendous, but w hat good are 
they? Napoleon used them to in ­ 
spire his soldiers to m ilitary victory, 
but th a t victory only m eant the kill­ 
ing of human beings and the satis­ 
faction of 
.selfish 
ambition.
